WASHINGTON. Feb. 5—An ad­ 
ministration derision that the na­ 
tion can afford to pay some higher 
prices in return for industrial peace 
and ail-out production appeared in 
the making today. 
A high government official, who 
cannot be identified further, pre­ 
dicted the White House will issue 
an announcement today or tomor­ 
row. detailing changes in the pres­ 
ent “hold-the-line” price policy. 
Although the modification will 
be aimed primarily at settlement 
of the 15-day-old steel strike, this 
official said, its terms also will ap­ 
ply to other major industries in­ 
volved in wage disputes. 


Bowles K ey Figure 
The key figure in any such re­ 
vision of President Trum an’s wage- 
price orders is OPA Administrator 
Chester Cowles, who presumably 
outlined his position to the Presi­ 
dent during a 50-minute conference 
yesterday. 
Mr. 
Bowles, It is understood, 
argued for an across-the-board pol­ 
icy change, as against •’flexible’* 
price control advocated by Recon­ 
version Director John W. Snyder. 
Mr. Bowles and Mr. Snyder report­ 
edly were assigned by Mr. Truman 
to work out a steel price formula 
which would enable the industry 
to settle its wage dispute with the 
CIO. 
Mr. Bowles has contended that 
any special concession on prices 
for the steel industry would start 
a series of “emergency” conces­ 
sions which would threaten the 
OPA's whole system of price con­ 
trols. 
There are indications that the 
price chief is beginning to wit* Mr. 
Snyder over at least in part to his 
views. 
Collet Has Final Word 
A White House official said he 
e x a c t s 
the 
approaching 
White 
House announcement to represent 
a 
"substantial 
revision" 
of 
the 
wage-price policy, adding that its 
net effect should not be drastic. 
The point was made that Stabili­ 
zation Director John C. Collet still 
will have to pass on requests for 
many price rises and that these re­ 
quests will be screened carefully. 
One official said Mr. jCollet re­ 
cently had made known to Mr. 
Snyder that he is lined up with 
Mr. Uowles on the m atter of prices. 
Home persons said the first an­ 
nouncement might come Wednes­ 
day, with specific details to be 
made public later. 
Emphasising the necessity for 
quick action is the fact that Mr. 
Bowles must testify Thursday be­ 
fore the House banking committee 
on a bill to extend price control 
beyond its June 30 expiration date. 
Administration 
advisers 
contend 
he must be in a position to discuss 
any change in wage-price policy.

47 Of 496 Aboard Taken Off 


Liner In Alaskan Waters 


B r Th* A**o<-i*t*d Pr*»«. 
KETCHIKAN, Alaska, Feb. 5— 
The grounded liner Yukon broke 
in two under the buffeting of a 
gale and waves last night after 47 
of the 496 persons aboard 
had 
been taken off by power boats 
o p ia tin g from the coast guard cut­ 
ter Onondaga. 
The 47 were women and children. 
The Onondaga's message about 
the breaking of the vessel, which 
ran aground in Johnstone Bay while 
outward bound from 
Seward 
to 
Seatte, carried no mention of loss 
of life. 
But the little 165-foot craft, fight­ 
i n g a combination of 45-mile wind, 
15-foot 
waves 
and 
icy 
Alaskan 
darkness, said the weather seemed 
to be moderating slightly. 
In toward the bleak Kenai pen­ 
insula surged other ships to aid 
the 
Onondaga 
and 
the 
arm y’s 
great aircraft was to wing in from 
the Aleutian chain to lend a hand. 
Gen. Delos Emmons at Anchorage 
ordered all B-17 Flying Fortresses 
equipped with power rescue boats 
to Join the life-saving attempt. 
The Onondaga’s report said the 
after part of the Yukon floundered 
free into the smashing waves and 
was •‘rolling to starboard”. The for­

The 
360-foot 
steamer 
Yukon,! 
built at Philadelphia in 1899, has 
been in the Alaska service for some 
20 years. She went aground on 
rocky shore. 
40 miles south of 
Seward, early yesterday. As soon 
as her distress calls were heard— 
about 6 a. rn. <9 a. in. easte rn 1 
standard time yesterday)—all craft 
in the vicinity were ordered to her' 
aid. The Onondaga reached her 
shortly before 3 p. in. (6 p. rn. east­ 
ern standard time). 
The army at Anchorage sent a 
transport plane loaded with doctors 
and nurses to Seward, 40 miles 
north of the grounded ship, to care 
for survivors. 
There were some 155 officers and 
men from Fort Richardson, bound 
home for separation, and a crew of

Need For Buildings 


B v T h e A sso c ia te d P re ss. 
NEW YORK. Feb. 5— Thp site- 
select ion committee which advised 
the United Nations Organization 
to establish world headquarters in 
the north Greenwich-Stamford area 
also 
recommended 
that 
persons 
living in the zone be allowed to 
continue residence unless there Is 
immediate need for their buildings 
and land. 
The report was made public last 
night in New York and london. 
‘i f 
there 
is 
an 
international 
community of some thousands of 
people living at the headquarters," 
said 
the report, 
“shops, 
service 
stations, etc., will be necessary, 
and it is to be presumed that they 
will be operated by American citi­ 
zens. 
Such 
American 
citizens 
could not strictly lie regarded as 
having 
any 
'official 
connection 
with the organization’, but we feel 
that it would be more desirable to 
permit them to reside within the 
zone. 
"We. therefore, feel that, while 
the local population would have to 
be removed from such areas and 
buildings as are immediately need­ 
ed by the United Nations, the oc-| 
cupants of other premises within 
the zone could continue to reside 
there as tenants of the United Na­ 
tions until such time as it became 
necessary to take over their prem­ 
ises, it being understood that the 
whole area will he acquired by the 
United Nations from the outset." 
This section of the committee’s 
89-page report is expected in some
